In the proceedings 1** and 2” read above, disciplinary proceedings were 
initiated by framing articles of charges against Sri K.Chenna Reddy, the then 
District Registrar, Tenali for the irregularities committed by him while working as 
Joint Sub Registrar-I, Registrar Office, Ranga Reddy; as Sub-Registrar, Medchal 
and; as Sub-Registrar, Hyderabad (East), Ranga Reddy District and in reply to 
the charges, the Charged Officer has submitted his Written Statements of 
defence. In the Proceedings 3° and 4" read above, Sri K.Abraham, the then 
Deputy Inspector General, Registration & Stamps, Kakinada and the District 
Registrar, Guntur were appointed as Enquiry Officer and Presenting Officer 
respectively, for conducting enquiry into the charges framed against Sri 
K.Chenna Reddy, the then District Registrar, Tenali and retired. In the letter 5% 
read above, the Enquiry Officer has furnished his enquiry report holding that

charge-I is partly proved, charge-I partly not proved and the remaining charges 
are proved, in respect of Charge Memo 1 read above. In respect of the Charge 
Memo 2™ read above, the Enquiry Officer has held that Charge-I is not proved 
and remaining charges -II, III, IV, V,VI & VII are proved. 


2; In the Government Memo 8" read above, a copy of the enquiry report was 
communicated to Sri K. Chenna Reddy, former Sub Registrar and now District 
Registrar, Registration & Stamps, Tenali (Retd.), as required under Rule 21(2) of 
Andhra Pradesh Civil Services (Classification, Control & Appeal) Rules, 1991. In 
reply, the Charged Officer has submitted his representation and while the said 
representation was being examined, the Commissioner & Inspector General, 
Registration & Stamps, while informing Sri K.Chenna Reddy, District Registrar 
(Retd) expired on 26.03.2018, has also informed that an amount of 
Rs.13,84,939/- has to be recovered from the individual which is due when he 
worked as Sub-Registrar, Medchal and Joint Sub registrar (Registrar Office) 
(Original Branch), Rangareddy District, Telangana State. The Commissioner & 
Inspector General, Registration & Stamps, AP, Vijayawada has therefore 
requested to release the pensionery benefits of the retired employee by 
withholding an amount of Rs.13,84,939/- from his terminal benefits and abate 
further action against him. 


cr Therefore, Government, after careful examination of the matter, have 
decided to abate further action against late K.Chenna Reddy, District Registrar, 
Tenali (Retd), in this matter, duly recovering an amount of Rs.13,84,939/- from 
his terminal benefits, in terms of Rule 9(7) of A.P. Revised Pension Rules, 1980, 
as he expired on 26.03.2018. 


4. Accordingly, the Government hereby abate further action against late 
K.Chenna Reddy, District Registrar, Tenali (Retd), in this matter, duly recovering 
an amount of Rs.13,84,939/- from his terminal benefits, in terms of Rule 9(7) of 
A.P. Revised Pension Rules, 1980.
